President Speaks. 


Prisoner Relates Details of 


Horrible Crimes of Which 


He Is Guilty 


Awful Deeds are Attributed to This 


Ohio Man 


Says He Put One Body in a Box and Dumped it Into 


the Ohio Riyer—A Second and More Startling 


Confession Today Came From the Prisoner. 


HAMILTON, O., Feb. 26.—(Bulletin)—Albert Knapp, who last night 


admitted that he had killed Ms wife last December, made a second con- 
fession here today to _Mayor Rosch and others the second 
confession 


* being more horrible than the first. Today Knapp declared that he has 


murdered five people. Lust was the. underlj ing motive. 
The confession 


given in jail here today in brief is as follows: 


"On June 21, 1894, I killed a child, Emma Lippleman, in a lumber 


yard, on Gest street/Cincinnati. On August 1, 1894, I killed Mary 
Eckert, on Walnut street in Cincinnati. 
On August 17, 1894, I killed 


my wife, Jennie'Conners Knapp, under the canal 
brifoge aF Liberty 


street, Cincinnati, and then threw the body into the water. In July, 
1895, I killed Ida .Gebbard, in Indianapolis. 
I make this statement 


voluntarily and it is true." 
" 


Knapp in a firm hand then signed the confession and swore to it. 


Mayor Roach administered the oath. Pressed for further details, Knapp 
told the Advocate representative today that-he 
met the 
Lippleman 


child in the lumber yard, assaulted "her and choked her to death when 
she made an outcry. He killed Mary Eekert in a house on Walnut street. 
He went info a room with h^r and assaulted her. 
"She cried, and I 


strangled her with a towel, and hurried from the house." said the 
murderer. He also told details of the other murders. 
* 


Pressed for further details, Knapp said today: "I was angry at my 


wife, Jennie Conners Knapp, when I killed her. We were 
walking 


along Liberty street I sat her down under the bridge, on a pretext, and 
choked her to death. I deny that I poisoned her. I never told any one 
that I did. After she was dead 1 threw her body into the canal. I 
killed Ida Gebbard, but my memory is not clear as to what I did. I 
cannot tell what made me kill these people. I couldn't help it 
Some 


kind of a desire to kill took hold of me and I could not resist the temp- 
.talion to kill. I am sorry for my crimes, but now I -hope they will be 
easy with me. No I did not kill any one else. Well, I will see Mayor 
Bosch again. I like him. He has treated me all right."' 


Knapp talks much of the Pearl Bryan murder and is afraid of be- 


ing lynched. -Despite the assurances that there is no danger of lynch- 
ing he was frightened and does not want to be taken from the county 
jail. News of his confession has caused much excitement, but there is 
no danger of lynching. 


It is thought the box in. whicli Knapp placed his murdered wife has 


drifted to a point in the river five miles this side of Venice, at a creek 
known as Bank Lick. The location will be dragged.

This statement is believed to be 


the forerunner of a confesison from the 
prisoner that he. killed his first and 
second wives, both of whom died mys- 
teriously. His first wife died suddenly, dead and 
about 11 years ago and he soon mar- 
rt-d the second, whose body was found 
in the canal at Cincinnati in 1594. 


Knapp made a complete confession 


to Mayor Charles S. Bosch in the may- 
oi"'s "office. 


Knapp had been on the carpet since 


2 o'clock in We afternoon. During 
tl at time he stubbornly stuck: to his 
original story that there was nothing 
in the box which he said he hauled in 
Schollengerber's spring wagon to Lin- 
ce'r, street, but old clothes. Knapp's 
corfession was sudden and unexpected 
to those in the r.oom, except Mayor 
Eosrch, who detected a sign of weaken- 
ing in Knapp's apparently calm de- 
meanor.

in Granville township? That is the 
question that is agitating the minds 
of the people of that township. 


In answer to the opposition made 


against the centralization of schools, 
another gentleman 
made a few re- 


marks which -were very sarcastic over 
the fact tfiat the person who signed 
himself 
as 
"Welsh 
Hills," 
wrote 


such 
paragraphs in which 
none of 


them presented any reasonable objec- 
tions to the centralization of schools. 


But in Friday's Tribune two long 


columns full of fault-finding and sar- 
casm made its appearance, and in not 
one of his many paragraphs did he 
give a reasonable point in favor of 
the centralization of schools. Why 
beat about the bush so much. If lie i 
has anything to say why don't ha 
come to the point at once? 


In his remarks he said that a cen- 


tralized school could be carried on at 
the minimum cost to the taxpayer. In. 
this he has said nothing to 
prove 


what he said. He is either trying w 
mislead the people or else he knows 
nothing at all about the subject. 


This gentleman talks very patriotic, 


indeed, but every one knows who he is 
and that ho is only a temporary resi-, 
dent of this township. 


J_et us now proceed to look into the 


matter a little. AVhat is the object of 
having one school in a township an'i 
hiring wagons to carry the pupils? 
The advocates of this new idea say it 
is to lessen the high taxes. Tbat is 
a \ ery good object, indeed, if it would 
make as much 
difference as 
they 


would maRe us believe; but first bc- 
tore you give your name as an aid to 
this new enterprise, you should in- 
quire into the matter and see how 
much your taxes will be lessened. 


For example, let us take one district 


consisting of only four pupils. A cer- 
tain member of the board is complain- 
ing that it costs seventy-five dollars 
per year for each pupil going to school 
in that district. But if they were to 
be hauled to a centralized school, it 
would cost, at least, two dollars a day 
for each wagon, or ten dollars a •week,' 
with thirty-six weeks in a school year 
it would cost three hundred and sixty 
dollars a year, or ninety dollars a year, 
for each pupil. In that case how much 
is the cost lessened? None whatever.) 
it is increased fifteen dollars for each 
pupil. 


And. 
again, look at the cost of the 


erection of a new building, while near- 
ly all of the districts have sufficiently 
sood school houses. 


Then there wil) have to b? a great 


deal of money expended to pay the 
iaiarics of teachers, for teachers 'i a 
graded school would ask for higher 
•wages than thote in the rural s'-hool. 
And there is ao person who would be 
willing to superintend a school for 
less than a thousand dollars.

America Has Xot Yet Developed the 


"Perfect Spendthrift.'' 


Unccouomical and extravagant as we 


are, 
we bave not yet developed tbe 


"perfect spendthrift'' as be is to be 
found on the other side of the Atlantic. 
It seems at times as if he tunst be a 
product of an older, a ino/e "effete" 
civilization. The inau, either young or 
old, who runs through a large fortune 
quickly is a rarity with us. High as our 
standard of living and of the ordinary 
expense of living is, our standard of 
what might be called profligate extrav- 
agance is by no means so high. Of 
course pretty large sums are wasted in 
various forms of dissipation here as 
elsewhere. But tbat is not the point. 
To take the single item of gambling, 
how often do we liear.pf a man's being 
ruined by it here? No doubt we hear 
stories of tremendous sums lost arid 
won, 
but such sums do not seem either 


"to make or to break" anybody. For 
men whose incomes are reckoned by 
the hundreds of thousands or millions 
to play hundred doljar poker is co 
great recklessness. But how often do 
we see young men of the small salaried 
sort punting ?1,000 or $2,000 at a time 
at baccarat, as you can any day in 
Franco? We have not the instinct lo 
save and scrape for eleven months in 
the year and then shell out all our 
savings iu a fortnight. 


I once met in France a young man of 


old provincial family, Legitimist to the 
backbone, proud and very poor. Ite 
wns about twenty-one, modest, thor- 
oughly "correct," as good, innocent a 
young fellow as one would care to 
meet, the sort of young man who seems 
to have been overlooked and left out jn 
the cold by French fiction, though by 
no means a great rarity in French real 
life. I happened to ask him one day if 
be ever played cards. lie said no, be 
did not care for that sort of thing, and 
besides his means -would not permit It. 
"I never go into a gambling saloon,"' 
said he, "or into the cardrooni of n 
club. Sometimes I may join in a little 
game of poker among friends just to 
pass the time, but only a very small 
game, ilever more than a louis limit." 
A louis limit! I wonder what clubman 
(out 
of the millionaire class; in New 


York, Boston, Philadelphia or any of 
our larger eastern cities would call 
four dollar poker a "very small" game!

Mrs. Le Reutilla formerly resided 


in Granville, and is well remembered 
by many of our older citizens. Since 
leaving Granville she has mad^ her 
home the greater part of the time with 
her daughter, Mrs. Bookwalter in 
Kingston.

Cleveland in 1812, when she was only 
three years old, and when there were 
but three houses where Cleveland now 
stands.

Owing to suggestions made by the at 


lorneys for the coal trust before tiic 
coal strike commission the old (iiiesliui 
of the incorporation of labor uuiou< 
has again assumed interest. The usua! 
opposition to incorporation is exhibited 
by,thc labor leaders, aud if we arc to 
believe the press dispatches Clarence 
Darrow, the attorney for the miners, 
has used unparliamentary language in 
denouncing the suggestion. However 
I ain a believer in incorporatiou.'aud 1 
do not believe the last word has yet 
been uttered ou this question. 


"\Vorkiugmen should not permit tbeii 


well founded prejudices against corpo 
rate methods of warfare to blind them 
to the inherent strength of the corpo 
rate structure itself, and they may well 
ask themselves, "If the corporation has 
proved itself such an .effective agent in 
perfecting and consolidating the power 
of capitalists, why would it not prove 
equally effective in consolidating the 
power of workiugmen and enabling 
such power to be used to the greatest 
advantage?" 


There are a great many reasons why 


the v existing- form of- labor organization! 
is incompetent to successfully cope 
with tbe'united 'power of corporate cap- 
ital. First and foremost, the' tendency 
is now very marked to make the settle- 
ment of labor disputes purely a ques 
tion of law. The courts are almost in- 
variably appealed to to take a hand in 
such matters and always in such a way 
as to practically destroy the old time 
fighting power of the union, and it may 
be safely asserted that no great strike 
can ever again take place in this coun- 
try without the courts being called on 
to render decisions on points which will 
positively settle the matter in dispute 
one way or the other. It is-not necessa.- 
ry that these points submitted to the 
courts should have any bearing on the 
real merits of the case itself, but they 
will nevertheless, as in the past, have 
such a bearing on the main issue that 
a court decision will effectually tie the 
hands of one or the other party to the 
dispute and render submission on the 
merits of the case inevitable. 


Now, in considering this legal aspect 


of matters industrial it must not be 
forgotten" that the corporation— not any 
particular corporation nor any particu- 


r association of individuals, but the 


corporate structure itseif— is solidly in- 
trenched in our laws. The highest le- 
jal and legislative ability in the nation 
tias been for years devoted to perfect- 
ing corporate methods of conducting 
business and bringing the laws of the 
country into conformity with such 
methods. Practically speaking there is 
no longer any branch of law that is 
worth serious attention from an able 
mind save corporation law. A thor- 
ough knowledge of corporation law ia 
the very highest recommendation to a 
jlaC-e on the bench, and our higher 
courts are almost invariably presided 
over by former corporation attorneys. 
What more naturaj, then, that of two 
parties appearing in court for a deci- 
sion on matters of vital import to each, 
one party being a corporation and the 
other merely a private individual or 
ordinary partnership, the corporation 
should get the better of it? It is not at 
all necessary to assume the judges to 
be venal or corrupt or even blindly 
prejudiced. It is only necessary to con- 
sider their habits, modes of thought 
and the environment in which they 
hare been nurtured, together with the 
fact that the laws which they must ap- 
ply to the cases on which they are 
asked to pass judgment have been de- 
vised and passed at the instance of cor- 
porations and for the express purpose 
of facilitating the corporate adminis- 
tration of trade and industry. 


The corporation furnishes the most 


perfect machinery for the conduct of 
large undertakings ever devised hy 
man, and it is strongly intrenched in 
our laws. These are the lending facts 
which should commend the principle 'of 
incorporation to labor organizations as 
a good one to^follow. It being practi- 
cally certain that the disputes between 
workingrnen and their employers are in 
the future to be decided in the courts. 
workinginen should put themselves in 
a position to maintain the same stand- 
ing in court as their opponents, as well 
as to take advantage of laws which

for worklngiuen to expect to be able I 
control their conditions of employinen 
except they have an orgtinlxnlion be- 
hind them that is coiupftei't to cop 
with that very condition. The labor or 
Sanitation must enjoy ns clear a mo 
nopoly of the labor to bo exerted in u 
particular industry as does the organ! 
station of capitalists with which it mus 
cope of the conditions on which tha 
labor must lie exei ted. If workingme 
are compelled to draw their employ 
inenl from a single source, then em 
ployers imist be met with an organizn 
tion that will compel them to dra-W 
their labor from a single source.

Of course it will be admitted that th 


above proposition contemplates a very 
undesirable condition of affairs, aud i 
is one'that I do not believe will ever b< 
reached in its entirety, but it is the 
only logical outcome to present events 
and in order that workiugmen may 
protect themselves from the evil effects 
of present tendencies it is necessary 
that our industrial principles should be 
logically applied. 


Since 188C we have had a nationa 


lav/ providing for the incorporation of 
labor unions. Many of our states also 
have laws to the same effect, and '. 
cannot but believe that it would be a 
wise move on the part of labor organi- 
zations if these laws were taken ad 
vantage of.

ShotTA HiH Ignorance of and Prejn- 


dice Against Trades Inioiis. 


The Rev. Dr. George P. Eckinaii said 


some things about American working- 
men from the pulpit of St. Paul's Meth- 
odist church, New York, which he 
should have been ashamed to utter. 
:'The average workingman of this 


decade," declared the preacher, "is try- 
ing to do as poor work as he can, and 
is trying to get as much as possible for 
what he does." And.then follows an 
assault ou the'labor unions, which, ac- 
cording to Dr. Eckmau, "will not per- 
mit a man to do his best.'1 


If some workiugmau were to rise at 


a labor meeting and say that "the aver- 
age preacher of this decade is trying to 
ao as poor work as he can." what 
would everybody of sense think of 
bum ? Simply that he was a very fool- 
isu workiuguian. remarkably ignorant 
on the subject of preachers and bur- 
dened with a strong prejudice against 
them. 


The aAerage workiiiginan has a con* 


science and a desire to excel and sue- 
eeeu, and so far from its being true that 
the labor unions will not permit a man 
to do his best, the best workmen are 
;athered in unions. The "scab" is com- 
monly an inferior workman, often with 
bad habits added to incapacity. 


That the "average workinginaii is 
;ryiug to get as much as possible for 
what he does" is not to be denied. But 
S'that a crime? Is he not justified on 
msiness principles in getting the best 
•rice obtainable for what he has to sell 
—his labor? 


The more the "average workingman" 


gets for what he does. Dr. Eckmau, the 
>etter for you and for everybody, be- 
cause high rewards for labor uieau a 
ugh standard of living, of civilization. 
Thanks chiefly to the labor unions. 


which have so ii'any enemies—some in 
he pulpit, unfortunately, where they 
should have only friends—wages are 
topt up and kept rising in this couutry- 
The unions maintain and increase not 
alone the wages of their own niemljers, 
>ut the wages of workmen in general. 
even of workmen who are false to the 
nterests of labor aud fight the unions. 
The whole country owes a great debt 
o organized labor, for in battling for 
ts own rights it renders a profoundly 
valuable service to the entire commu- 
nity.—New York American.

the entire area of Long Island, says the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. The 
object is the reclamation of laud and 
the redemption of UK; large tracts o 
marshes for agricultural purposes. The 
attention of Secretary Wilson has heen 
called to the reclamation work whicl 
has been in progress for the last two 
years through the efforts of the Nortl 
Shore Improvement association, whicl 
is interestivl not only in the improve 
meiit of the laud, but in a plan to ex 
terminate the mosquito hy destroying 
its breeding places 
The war being 


waged against this obnoxious pes 
along the north shore of Long Islam 
bids fair to terminate successfully. 


Henry Clay Weeks, who is the chief 


engineer for the North Shore Improve 
ment association and is common 1} 
known as "Mosquito" Weeks, ihas mar 
shaled bis forces, and when the season 
opens he will advance on the pest 
backed by maps, charts, petroleum, the 
North Shore Improvement association 
aud the United States government. 
There will be a cessation of mosquito 
parades, for the parade grounds will be 
in the hands of the invaders, and those 
which are not held by them will be 
covered with petroleum, and the mos- 
quito will be no more. 


The war on the mosquito will make 


necessary the 
reclamation of the 


ditches, marshes and swamps which 
are numerous on Long Island. 
The 


crusaders aim to break up the breeding 
places by draining off the water, since 
water is a necessary element for the 
reproduction of tbe mosquito. 
Much 


has already been done in exterminat- 
ing the pests on Long Island, and to 
day many ponds and ditches are abso- 
lutely mosquitoles?. 


The commendable work done by Mr. 


Weeks and the North Shore Improve- 
ment association attracted the atten- 
tion of Secretary AVilson of the de- 
partment of agriculture at Washing- 
ton. The result of the work of the as- 
sociation embodied in a report was 
sent by Mr. Weeks to Secretary Wil- 
son in the early part of January. The 
secretary at once appreciated the value 
of the work and conferred with Milton 
Whitney, chief of the bureau of soils, 
department of agriculture, and L. O. 
Howard, division of entomology, in re 
gard to the draining of the swamps, 
redemption of the marsh land and'iin- 
munity from malaria spread entirely 
by one species of the mosquito known 
throughout Long Island. 


This work will necessitate new maps 


and charts of the redeemable lands. 
Secretary Wilson has already arranged 
lo send a soifr party to Long Island on 
April 1 lo make a survey of the en- 
ure area of the island. Recent commu- 
nications have been received by Mr. 
Weeks from Mr. Whitney of the bu- 
reau of soils, iu which he says that the 
soil party will probably start for the 
New York end of the island. This will 
enable them to take advantage of the 
maps which Dr. Ernest Lederle, pres- 
dent of the board of health," is having 
made showing the breeding places of 
:he mosquito in the territory adjacent 
o New York city. 
The extermination of the mosquito 
'rom Long Island means an increase 
n land values. In addition the re- 
claimed swamps will furnish the truck 


rower with a fertile area that will 
nany times repay the work of redemp- 
tion. 


There are two groups of mosquitoes 


ivhich are to be attacked by the cru- 
saders—namely, the culcx and ano- 
jheles. The latter alone disseminates 
malaria, but the former is no less a 
pest. The elimination of the mosquito 
depends on tbe fact that tbe mosquito 
has an aquatic stage and that the adult 
does not fly far from its breeding 
place. In the case of the anopheles the 
distance is never over 200 yards, while 
the culex flies half a mile or under ex- 
ceptional circumstances a longer dis- 
tance. The three methods employed to 
break up the breeding places of the 
mosqxiito are draininsr. petrolizing or 
pouring petroleum on the water so that 
it forms a fllro which smothers the lar- j 
vie and by cleaning Hie ponds of vege- 
tation and stocking them with flsh. 


The fight against the mosquito, which 


was sl.-irtc<J by Mr. Weeks over twenty 
years ago. will result eventually in the 


cither being driven into tbr> 
or ilie Atlantic ocean. Kvory
